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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment adding tlie limitation "individual", inter alia, do not simplify the issues for appeal. 
Applicant argues that Garini et al. do not describe individual entities capable of possessing selected signature spectral characteristics nor 
an apparatus for detecting such entities, and Hilner and the other references do not cure this defect. This is not persuasive as Garini et al. 
teach using different color fluorophores simultaneously and even differentiating among similar fluorophores (see col. 24, lines 41-59.) As 
stated in the grounds for rejection, it would have been obvious to utilize plasmons as a specific type of fluorescent probe as generally 
disclosed by Garini et al. because Hillner et al. teach that plasmons provide the advantage of enhancing electromagnetic fields as would be 
desirable for more readily detecting the entity. The skilled artisan would have reasonable expectation of success because the plasmons 
(which is the same as Applicant's plasmon resonant entities) operate in a similar manner as fluorescent labels, requiring a light source and 
detector that detects light at different wavelengths and/or intensities, and each plasmon can emit a wavelength which can, by use of a 
detector such as the Garini et al. detector, be detected and discriminated from other plasmons, e.g., those having different wavelenghts.
